Within 24 hours after an American 


destroyer bad been disabled in an un- 
dersea attack, a torpedo crashed into 
the engine room bulkhead of 
the 


home-coming transport Antilles and 
sent her to the bottom, "with the loss 
of 70 lives. Sixteen soldiers and sev- 
eral enlisted men or the navy wera 
included in the submeraible's toll. 


There were no army units aboard 


the vessel. Such officers and men of 
the army as were aboard were beinfc 
sent home on special assignments or 
as invalids. 
• 


Daniel's Statement. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels la- 


sued the following: 


"The transport Antilles was torpe- 


doed on Oct. 17 while returning from 
foreign service. The ship was under 
convoy of an American patrol vessel 
at the time. 
The torpedo was not 
seen nor was the submarine which 
fired it seen. The torpedo hit abreast 
of the engine room bulkhead and the 
ship sank in five minutes. One hun- 
dred and sixty-seven persons out of 
227 on board were saved. About 70 
are missing." 


Names tacking. 


Administration officials were await- 


ing today amplification ot the meager 
details cabled to the navy department 
yesterday by Vice Admiral Sims. 
Names of most of the victims are 
lacking, yesterday's dispatches giving 
only three or four naval seamen and 
three officers of the transport. 


While the deepest sympathy was 


expressed in official circles for those 
who lost their lives, relief was gen- 
eral over the fact that the vessel had 
not met her fate while on the way 
over with troops. 
Had the attack 


been delivered while the Antilles was 
on her trip to France, the loss of life 
probably would have been appalling. 


Few Could Survive. 


The ship plunged below so swiftly 


that few could have survived. 
Interest is intense in the manner 


the submarine managed to elude the 
protecting convoy. The fact that the 
ship went down in a few minutes, 
coupled with the necessity of rescu- 
ing survivors, made impossible, It ft 
believed, any attempt to locate the 
U-boat. 
The heaviest loss of life, it is 


thought, was among the engineers 
and crew of the engine room. Stunned 
by the explosion that virtually broM 
the ship in two, these men must nave 
had little time to reach the deck. 
The absence of casualties among tl» 
army and navy officers aboard is at- 
tributed to the fact that their state- 
rooms lay along the 
decks, 
from 


which they could Jumn into the water 
(below in the hope of being picked nj». 
it is believed the attack was made 


well out at sea, since it took two days 
for news of the disaster to reach 
Washington. 
Survivors are thought 


to be safe ashore. 
The loss of the Antilles marks toe 


first impairment of a transport serv- 
ice that has operated 
successfully 


since America's active entrance Into 
the war.

It do«3 
avail to say that ie i£ iqi). per cenf 
efficient and that le gives all' his 
time to the duties of his office. 
But 


as the contrary custom has so long 
prevailed. It Is vaia to jook for civic: 
reform without some stringent and 
persistent measures to_ advance the 
standard of efficiency in public serv- 
ice. Hence, it is for Townley and his 
newspapers to take a leading part in 
advancing the standard. How many 
of our elected state officers can fairly 
claim to be ICO per cent efSclent? 
How many try to devote all their time 
to the duties of their office? I know 
of two—Thomas Hall, secretary of 
state, and Kosltzky, state auditor. 


The members of the board of con- 


trol are paid a good salary, $3,000 a 
year, and the law especially provides 
that they must give all their time to 
the duties of their office. Do they alt 
do it? t!o they run the trolley car 
to the capitol with the efficiency of 
car service by the corporations? Do 
they have the car well heated and 
on time? And why do the employes 
•of the state have to pay carfare go- 
-ing to-their work in a state convey- 
ance? Whoever heard of a railroad 
company or street car company charg- 
ing employes for going to or return- 
ing from their work? The reason of 
it all is that in state matters there is 
no supervision. 
There is'no head. 


Kvery state officer is free to go and 
come as he pleases. 
No one calls 


him to time. He is free to work or 
play. 
Nobody cares. The governor 


has a deputy or secretary and I think 
it his duty to keep time on state offi- 
cers and to give the press a weekly 
report. 


The state board of regents has con- 


trol of the institutions of learning. 
The -board of control has control of-all 
the other state institutions and of the 
capitol and the governor's mansion 
and the car line to the capitol. And 
the governor, he has control of them 
all and a right to remove them from

office. 
He is the boss of the state. 


He is responsible for every wrong. 
The truth is that our governors have 
been too much disposed to make'good 
fellows of themselves by letting things
